1 . Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is unclear as a whole because the elements of the shaft are defined 
relative to the pipette tip, which is not a claimed element of the invention. In particular, it 
is unclear what structure is required by "an annular sealing zone," "an annular lateral 
support zone" and "an outer diameter equal or less than the inner diameter of the 
pipette tip," since the sealing, support, and diameter are defined by the tip, which is not 
claimed. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Williams. 
Williams teaches a pipet shaft having a cylindrical sealing zone (either of the 

portions 276 or 279 below the point of contact at part 274 of the pipet tip) with a spaced 
cylindrical support zone above the point of contact at part 274 of the pipet tip. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

5. Brysch additionally teaches a pipet shaft and tip in which a portion 4 of the shaft 
is smaller than the inner diameter of the tip in a region spaced from the sealing region 5.
